On board the ship thus impelled by wind ana current, and lost---ags 
it were--- at sea, Fernando Gautier, whose parents were passengers 
on their way from France, was born on the 5th of april, 1822. a few 
Gays after lana was sighed, which proveu to be tle island of San Juan 
Fernenao, cff the coast of South americae fhe child, whose aaveht into 
life haa been attenaed with so much aanger from wina ma wave, receivea 
the name of Fernando from this island, near which he fkrst saw the 
light, am@ Upton aiter the captain of the vessel. 


His Farents settlea in New Orleans, where the subject of this 
sketchpassed his young aayse at the age of sixteen he found employ- 
ment in the cotton office of Megyet & Company, with whom he remained 
for several years. arriveu at man's estate young Gautier removed to 
Beloxi, ana thence to Tchoutica buffa, where he met Miss Therese 
Fayard, to wiom he was married on the 1Uth of February, 1844. He was 
tle n in the twenty-second year of his agee Poor, as to wordly goods, 
but rich in murage, fortitude, anu strength of body énd minds with an 
innate love of truth ma integrity, the young couple, full of efftection 
for each other---an affection, which, auring the forty-seven years in 
marriea life---, never lost tl ferver end tenderness of youth---bega 
life with a confidence ana seif-reliance that never failed then, theb 
conquered all aifficultie:, anu that finaliy rew.rdea them with a, 


generous competence. 


An‘ardent lover of nature in all its phases, it is not surprising 
that, abandoning the city, with its bustle and strife, with its conven- 
tionalities ana shams, Ferrando Gautier sought for happiness in the 
peace end quiet of a country life. he loved to see things grow, and 
from the bosom of Mother Earth he drew subsistence for himself ana 
fanily. For him no toil was too arduous, in honest manyal labor he 
could find nothing degreding. whether he held the plough, and, with 
his own hands, gathered ana merketed the crops of field and orchard; 
whether he usea the mechanic's tools---and he used them well and 
skillfuily---or turneu the resincus pine into nas whether he refted 
logs to his miil en the Biloxi river, or stood pehind the Saw, no mate 
ter what he unaertook to do, he strove to ao it well. In him and his 
work was pergonifieu and sxemplifiea the true dignity of lacor---tle 
true nobility of manhood that prefers justive and honesty, with rough 
and soiled hands, to the tender and delicate skin, which so often be- 
longs to deceit ana cunning. If one thing in his character shone with 
greater brilliancy, it was his ardent love for truth; if there was 
another, which his otk rwise gentle nature abhorrea and severely cond- 


emned, it was a falsehood. 
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His Cardinal theory, to which he persistently and rigidly adherea in 
dct "lying is the meanest of all vices," he was wont to frequent- 
ly repeat, so much so, that, with his family, it soon took and held the 
force of an aphorism. Stern and inflexible where right ana wrong were 
concer d, he was, in all other matters, as gentle and yiciding as a 
child. His heart was full to overflowing with the milk of human kind- 
ness. The sufferings, physical: or mentaly of his fellow=beings ever 
excitea his sympathy and compassion, which always took an active and 
tangible form; from his own store, whether scanty or abundant, he ~ 
relievea whatever distress thut appealed to his generous nature--- 
often without solicitation, never wibh ostentation. 


In the Bosmm of his family, to the members of which he was equally 
and tenderly attachea, and between whom there exists a union of feeling 
and sentiment as strong as it is rare, he was seen at his beste The 
comfort and happiness of his wife ana chilaren were ever his first 
thought; for them he lived and:fot their sakes he deemed no sacrifice 
too great, no burden too onerous. indulgent to a faultm his parental 
authority and influence were never relaxed; reppoof, when necessary, 
was given without a trece of anger or passion; but, so just were his 
commanas, so gentle his way, that eager ana cheerful acquiescence in his : . 
wishes was inwariably yieldew without murmur or cavil. Of each 
it can be truly said; Never haa children a better father, never was a 
father blessed with better childrene 


The war came, and, what with profit of mill 4nd farm, Fernando: 
Gautier was, if not richy; comfortable and beyond the reach of wante 
His first intention was togo to the front, but, seeing that he could 
be of more service as a provider than as a solaier, he yieldea to his 
neighbors, who entreated him to remain at nome and look after their 
families. How faitnfully he performea the obligations imposed upon 
him, the aead have borne and the living bear, willing testimony, as 
the war continueu comforts ana luxury disappsarea, anda bere subsis- 
tence even was not always to be hade In common with others, Fernando 
Gautier, now a middle-agea man, founa it a difficult matter to provide 
food for his famil.. At times a simple meal of corn bread alone was 
all his teble could afford; but no matter how scant his own supply the 
women and children for whom he promisea to provide were freely given a 
share. In a few years, after the war, he built the miil which now 
stands, and, in connection with his sons, Henry and Walter, established 
on a strong basis the firm of Fe Gautier & Sonse 


His life since then is too well and favorably known, to need much 
comiente ‘he s, ort chosedn for his resiaence is admirabiy situated and 
had been made singuarly charming by nature. If he had one weakness--- 
a weakness, surely, free from even the shaaow of a blame, it was an 
honest pride in the beautiful home he had securee for himself and 
family. Spacious grounds, thickly shaded by maginficent oaks, so 
numerous and close growing as to aefy the heat of the summer's sun; 
in the cerber of a commodious dwelling, built low and encirclea on all 
sides with large, covered piazzas---so typical of the ola Southern 
homee Immediately in front, the West +a-ccagoule river, gliding along 
to the @ulf; in the rear, anu to the left or north of the house, an 
ore:..rd of oragpe trees, just coming into besring and planted and 
tended by himself; to the right, and somewhat in the rearm aown a gentle 
aecline, a spring of cle.r, cool water, of unfailing su.ply, gushes 
from unaer a hill and pours its limpia stream over a cress bed into the 
garaen, once a combination of marsh and swamp, but now turne., through 
his own labor into a spob where flourish in luxuriant profusion the 
choicest vegetables and most briilisnt flowers. 
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A litvle further daown to tne right, fronting the river .na close to the 
water's eage, stanus the mill, that crowned his life with weil-aeserved 
success, that gave a gemerous hospitality to his friends, comfort and 
security to his wife ana children, content and happiness to his decli- 
ning years. Surely, his old eyes could not rest on no more beautiful 
picture, as he sat on the corner of his well-shaded galery; surely, 

it was an honorable pride, in keeping with his kindly nature, chat

Robert Henry Gautier passed away peacefully in his sleep on February 3, 2009. Born 
in 

1923 he grew up in Pascagoula, Mississippi, and after graduating from high school 
attended Marion Military Institute in Alabama before entering the U.S. Naval Academy 
in the summer of 1942. Graduation was in 1945 with the class of '46 due to 
accelerated courses during World War II. His wedding to Frances Arnold took place a 
few days later and they embarked on a 63 year honeymoon. After several years in the 
destroyers Bob attended submarine school in 1948 and began submarine duty in the 
Pacific Fleet including a tour as a flag lieutenant and aide to Commander Submarine 
Force Pacific Fleet. Tours on the East Coast followed in Tang (SS 563), Trout (SS 
566), and his first command, USS Conger (SS 477). Orders to new construction in his 
home-town of Pascagoula to the USS Blueback (SS 581) gave him his second command and 
a move to San Diego followed. Other commands were a division of submarines, the USS 
Montrose (APA 212), Submarine Development Group One which included a successful 
deployment to the Azores with the DSV Trieste II to locate and photograph the USS 
Scorpion SSN 589, Amphibious Squadron Six in Norfolk, Virginia, and then to his 
command of the Naval Undersea Center in San Diego, California, from which he retired 
in June 1975. After retiring from the U.S. Navy, Bob worked as a consultant with 
Bendix Oceantics Division, Global Marine Development, Inc. and Scientific Atlanta. 
He 

was the director of Lockheed Advanced Marine Systems, San Diego, California for 
several years. Bob's hobbies were wine making and deep sea fishing. He holds the 
world record for a 30 pound test line class with a 448 pound Giant Sea Bass caught 
in 

1975. Captain Gautier is survived by his wife, Frances; son, Robert; daughter, Gayle 
Watring, and grandchildren, Kari Gautier Simpson and Christopher Gautier. In keeping 
with his request, there will be no Memorial Service for Captain Gautier. His ashes 
will be scattered at sea from a submarine.

Jean Baptist Baudreau dit Graveline 

The son of Urbain Baudreau dit Graveline and Mathurine 
Juillet, was born in Montreal, Canada May 1671. 

As a young man he had a spirit for adventure. In 1699 Jean 
Baptiste Baudreau with 59 Canadians hailed from New 
Foundland to Rochefort, France with Serigny. Under 
Pontochartrain’s orders the Canadians waited for Pierre Le Moyne 
dTbervilles return from Louisiana. If his expedition was a success, 
this group would be ready for Iberville’s second voyage to the 
French Colony of Louisiana. They sailed in October 1699 reaching 
Fort Maurepas on January 8, 1700. 

Jean Baptiste Baudreau was at Fort Maurepas until the capital 
was moved in 1702 to a site on the Mobile River, where he lived at 
Fort Louis. This was the founding of Mobile. Sometime between 
1702 and 171 0 he had moved to Massacre Island (Dauphin Island). 

Adventure filled the next decade of his life. He came here, Mobile, 
for the settlement of the colony. He worked hard to this gold, by voy- 
ages to France to contract for and conduct people to Mobile. Voyage 
to Vera Cruz and Cuba he helped to open trade route with that 
ne He was known to have brought the first purebred livestock to 

area, 

After moving to Massacre Island ‘trading possibilities where 
opened. He was contemplating commerce in furs, and ore. If this did 
pot work he felt raising cattle on the excellent grasslands on the 
Island would be very profitable. 

This man was very frugal-owning Land, Shops, Cattle, 
Warehouses, etc. He built a home on the Island near a large inlet

Valentin evidently came to the Pascagoula areishortly after his mother's 
death in 1805. He married Marie Josephine Krebs, daughter of Joseph Krebs. 
Their oldest child was born October 22, 1813, Emily Marie Delmas. They 
had nine children. John Baptiste, the oldest son, born in 1817 (or 1818) 


was evidently named for his father. 


Shortly before the Indian outbreak along the Mississippi Gulf Coast, 
Valentine gathered lumber and other materials with which to build his 
house to be located on the east bank of the Pascagoula River, about one- 


half block south of what is now Delmas Avenue. 


Before he was able to start his house, the settlers of this area were forced 
to take refuge from the indians on Round Island, located just south of 
Pascagoula in Pascagoula Bay. Because of lack of materials needed to’ build 
a.barricade on the island, the lumber Valentine was going to build his house 
with was used for this purpose. Three years later when the indian uprising 
was over, he floated the lumber back to Pascagoula where he built his home 
on the spot mentioned earlier. The Delmas home is still standing to this 


day. 


The first school in what is now Pascagoula was built by Palentin Delmas in 
1820. He hired the first teacher, Frederick de St. Ferol, at’a salary of 


4 
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$600 per year. All children were welcomed without pay. Mr. St. Ferol 
was well qualified having received his education in France. He was a 
civil engineer and a former soldier in Napoleon's army. He laid out the 
greater part of Scranton, now downtown Pascagoula, with the aid of 
Valentin. ; i ; 

Before his death Valentin served terms as Justice of the Peace in Jackson 
County. In 1821, he was Chairman’ of a committee to select a permanent ° 
seat of Justice and a location for the new court house. 


The date of Valentin's death is not known, but the census of 1860 lists 
_ Josephine Krebs Delmas as "head of the family." One report has him 
buried in Krebs Cemetery; another says he was lost at sea.

As an engineer he helped jay the fisst streets of Pas- 
cagoula. In 1829 he became the first Post master at Pascaroula. 

He died at the early age of forty-six, leaving a wife and five small 
children, three boys and two girls. He was buried at the Old Fort., but 
the marker to his grave has disappeared.
